T \ CROSSE churches are to observe Armistice 
L Day with programs emphasizing the need 
of world peace. That in itself is little; more 
important i? the decision to offer support of 
something very like'a definite plan for obtain- 
ing and keeping peace: "The duty of our gov- 
ernment to encourage, organize or enter into 
some specific co-operative movement of the na- 
tion? which will farther check the growth of 
militaristic sentiment and which will be more 
decidedly favorable 
to international 
peace." 


For all that may be said, politically or cynic- 
ally, against the shortcomings of the League 
of Nations—and its failures are obvious—that 
remain? "the Fide of the angels." There is no 
good argument that can honestly be advanced 
against international 
co-operation to pi-event 


war and insure justice. Concrete efforts, par- 
ticulariv the first concrete effort ever made in 
the world, to effect this organization are natur- 
allvand humanly liable to failure and mistake. 
But the central idea i? as sound and incontro- 
vertible as the concept of human liberty. 
It 


will march on forever: its ultimate triumph is 
assured unless civilization absolutely 
falls 


apart. It is the settled conviction of the pre- 
ponderant part of the thinking world; and by 
just such inconspicuous accretions as the ob- 
servance of La Crosse churches on Armistice 
Day it? inevitability is driven home and clinched 
in the minds of an ever widening circle. Politi- 
cians wonder if "the League" will be an issue in 
the presidential campaign next year. 
Perhaps 


not. But peace and common-sense organization 
to insure it by way of justice is an imminent 
issue that will never lack public interest'. 
The 


wise politician will count upon foreign affairs 
as an issue of every campaign as inevitably re- 
current as the tariff 
twenty years ago.
